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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Ramachandran et al. teach the same type of pulps 
and floes, see the Tradenames, and therefore, the Modulus would be the same or at least very similar, i.e., since the same raw materials 
are used, same Tradename and optimizing the ratio of the pulps is within the levels of ordinary skill in the art, absent a showing of 
unexpected results. As to Levit et al., the examiner contention is that using para-aramid pulp is within the levels of ordinary skill in the art, 
since it is common as taught by US Patent No. 4,698,267. Again optimizing the ratio of the pulp to Floe is within the levels of ordinary skill in 
the art as an obvious optimization, result effective variable and the Modulus of the Floe is the same as claimed since the same floes are 
used by Levit et al. Note that it has been held that it is obvious to try, choosing from a finite number of identified, predictable solutions with a 
reasonable expectation of success. See recent Board decision Ex parte Smith, -USPQ2d-, slip op. at 20, (Bd. Pat. App. & Interf. June 25, 
2007) (Citing KSR, 82 USPQ2d at 1396).
